CIXt’E tbe beginning of time 
limn 1ms wrestled witli the 
task of keeping warm, Tlie primi- 
tive man aeeompliHlnHl \hm with 
Niiimal skins. Whole families 
wonltl sleep together under large 
furs and utilize the lient of their 
bodies for warmth. 

When fire first minie itself 
know II to maiu a new and better 
inetliod of keeping warm was dis* 
eovered^ ami the resulting village 
I] earths were kept burning with 
extraordinary i-are for if the fire 
were to die, it would eaiis*^ a great 
fmrdship, 

Whetlier, aeeording to the 
tlreek h^geiitU fire was brought to 
earth by Prometheus, or mit, it 
was a force whiidi was destined 
to bavr? a great signifieanee for 
all iiiankiinl. People wcirshipped 
it as a god and even today its 
adulation is a feature of Uiutlu- 
ism. 

Modern imui finds it strange to 
imagine that sitdi a promiiieiit 


importanee eould be attributed to 
a force* whieh now ean he pro- 
dueed by the mere flick of u <*iga- 
rette lighter, Bui its mark on 
civilization was not to be denied. 
Because of it, man eon Id live in 
Very e<jld areas previously unin- 
habitable, Beeaiise of fire, man 
also learned how to cook. 

Coal Adds a New Flame 

As time went by, the open 
hearth gave way lo the eiudosed 
oven or stove. Hundreds of years 
before Christ, coal was discovered 
and gradually replaeeil the use of 
wood for fire making. In more 
recent times the discovery of oil 
and natural gas lias led to more 
diversified mi*aus of lieathig. 

After man diseovered and 
learned the value of coal, it soon 
dominated the picture in industry" 
and home heating. Less expiuisive 
than other fuels, the coal indus- 
try in the United 8tates has re- 
serves which will hist at least 


lonu years. Tfie American coal 
iminsfry fms the highest degree 
of product ivity in the world, A 
emmtry such as England, for ex- 
ample, cannot mine coal as eco- 
nomically as tlie I Jtited States, 
nor are tliey able to get lo llieir 
resources as readily since their 
toial reserves are loeiited in awk- 
ward geographical areas. 

The oil and natural gas indus- 
tries an* also limited as far as 
boiler use is eoueerned and in 
aildittou these fuels have a life 
expect alley in the Uiiiteil States 
of 12 years and 22 years resper- 
tively. 

Coal by Wire 

Today the Anierican homes are 
turning more and more away from 
coal as a fuel. The houses are 
being built with the idea of eoiu- 
paet, functional living. The trmid, 
tfien, is away from the bulky fur- 
iiHcc and the large coal bin.

Jfe 
became an ardent reader and took 
an umisual interest in the out-of- 
doors, Early in life he liegan a 
systeniatic study of fauna and his 
mother, in one instance, liecarne 
<juite alarmed wdien she discovered 
a hnreau drawer full of dead mice. 

lie was determined that Ills lan- 
guid condition wmuld not keep Eiirn 
from the activities lu^ loved so welh 
A gynmiisium was construeted on 
tile secoml floor of their New* ^'ork 
home and T(hI dy licgaii a rigorous 
nmtinc lo Imild uj> Ins body. His 
al lent ions In rued lo lioxing and it 
was during a match several years 
laler that he incurred an injury 
lo his relina wdiicli resulted in tlic 
loss of siglit in his left eye. During

standing wideh wvre rcudeml to 
him hy sympathetic parents. 

His early cdueation was mainly 
through the instruction of private 
tutoi^s made necessary <lue to Ills 
delicate condition and the fact that 
he Hpvm iimeh of his childhood 
traveling throughout the world.

Some of the figures have changed, 
of course — for example there are approximately 65^000 /t fl^-ClO local unions 
in the United States today instead of the 40J)00 cited in Mr, Hedges^ article, 
and benefits paid by unions to their members have doubled and tripled 
since 1942. However,, the facts and philosophy are esscMtialiy the same and 
so fee are happy to reprint **Cun the Unions Hold Our Confidence?** here 
in ymtr fournal.

They i^fteii apt»ear rough 
ami haril-bitteiu a good ileal like 
ilrill sergeants, but in reality tliey 
Imvc H'servoirs of idealism within, 
which t'lnddc them to Uve Mmnigh 
defeats, disa p [>oin t men t s. and 
hardshijt. Tfiey have aver-aged 
about $o() a week jn pay. They luivc 
fmd none of the incentives which 
fire most men. They r|o nut receive 
the rewards of faim* or fortune, 
nor even of [nuver in ihc usual 
sense. They are devoted !o the 
imimi a.H an abstract ion, am! to 
fliidr fellows as irritating I'ealHies. 
1'lu‘y serve. One day Olivei‘ M., 
during a wage arbiiration, in a fit

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Keeping Your Family Alive and Well 


Recently I hai] uecai^ioit tu visit a 
ffoctor*s office. There I saw a j>am* 
phlet on titled Patterns of Disease 

and Accidents** published by a drujf 
company for the information of the 
medical prafeasion« 

As I waited to see the doctor, I 
jotted down some notes which I 
thouKht nvij^ht he iiUerestlnjf and ben- 
eficial to the ludics who read this 
page. Why? Ftecauge the first job of 
eveiy w^ife and mother — her numho* 
1 duty, is to keep her family alive and 
well. The more she knows alK>ut the 
things which harm them, the better 
ix]ulpjicd she is to cope with those 
thinj^ 

First, let's look at the aeddcnt 
picture. 

In 11)55 thei'e were 0^3,445 acciden- 
tal <leaths of which fi4,(SldJ were in- 
curred hy men. Chances at birth that 
a man will lose his life in an accident 
before the age of 115 are 4 in lOtb 
This figure is more than twice the 
chance of death from jmeumonia, in- 
fiuen7.a, luiteiTulosis and diabi^tes 
combined. 

For the past 10 years, an average 
of 1)3, OPO persoirs have died In acci* 
dente iininmny. 

Accidents, the fourtli learling cause 
of death, are res pons] hie for (I per- 
cent of ail deaths in the United 
Slates, A mu HR persuns I to Hil years 
of age, they are the leatJing causa of 
death. 



Let's take a look at the accident 
rate as the percent of all deaths at 
vaidous age levels as projected in a 
recent survey. Let's see ivhat acci- 
dents can do to our children. 

Under / ^ear — -3.1 percent of all 
deaths were caused by accidents. 

In the age group i fo i/i^nrs, 28.7 
pej'cent of all deaths were caused by 
accidents. 

In the age group 5 to ft yeara, the 
percentage rose again to 38,1) percent. 

And in the /0-J4 pror group* the 
Itercentage soared to 44.5 percent. 

In the J5-19 year group, the per- 
cent of all deaths from accidents 
mounted to 55.2 percent. 

In the ages the rate re- 

mained high but did thop to 5t),3 
percent. 

In the 25*29 age group the rate is 
3t),4 percent. 

In the SO*54 age group the percent- 
age is 25-8 percent. 

Weil have some comment to make 
on this later but for now\ let's con- 
tinue our survey of the accident pic- 
ture. Needless to say and fortunately, 
all persons involved in acdtlents are 
not kiiled. For every person who Is 
killed, 100 are injured. 

In 1D50, 05,000 persons died in ac- 
cidents and 9,500,000 were in juiced. 
Here's the breakdown on the deaths 
and injuries: 

Type of Accident Deaths Injuries 

Motor Vehicle . , 40,000 1,400,000 

Home 27,700 4,200,000 

Work 11,300 1,900,000 

Public Places . lfi,000 2,000,000 


Total 95,000 9,500,000 

You might like to know something 
about the states with the best and 
worst safety records. The geographic 
pattern of accidental death raters is 
largely determined by the death rate 
from motor vehicle accidents. Deaths 
from motor vehicle aeeidents in the 
Mountain States — Montana, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Arizona, Utah and Nevada — w^as 
more than twice the figure for the 
New England or Middle Atlantic 
States, Consequently the Mountain 
States had the highest total acciden- 
tal death rates, and ranked poorest 
in safety, 

Nevada had the poorest safety I'ec- 


ord of the 48, and the State of New 
Jersey the best, Here's the lineup of 
the 48, so you may check the record 
of your state. New Jersey (U; 
Rhode Island (2J ; New York (3); 
Connecticut (4)r Maryland (5); Illi- 
nois (8) I Pennsylvania (7) ; New 
Hampshire (8); Wisconsin (9)J Min- 
nesota (10): Tennessee (11); Cali- 
fornia (12); Massachusetts (13);

most dangerous area, the living and 
dining rooms. 

Here’s the breakdown — 52. G | percent 
of all home accidents occur in the 
bedroom, with falls accounting for 
21,3 pei'cent; fire — 13,7 percent; poi- 
soning — 3,1 percent; suffocation — U.7 
rrercent; and other causes 2.8 percent. 
Living and dining room acciilents 
account for 15.5 percent of home 
deaths, with falls again leading as a 
cause (D.4 [jercent). 

The .survey shows that 14.5 per- 
cent of all fata] home accidents occur 
in the kitchen; 5 percent in the bath- 
room and 5,7 percent on ataiiways. 

The next set of statistics should 
prove most interesting to the mothers 
among us. Over 14,000 children lost 
their lives in accidents in UI55, For 
each child w^ho was killed, 100 to 150 
were injured and at least It) were 



pcJ’manently disabled. This is a ter- 
rib If and frightening group of sta- 
tistics* Your child could so easily have 
been among them, or could Ixi a sta- 
tistic in next year's survey. 

Let’s take a look at some more 
figures and discover what accidents 
robbed the above 14,000 children of 
their lives. 

Falls are the most frequent ty]>e of 
accident and account for 30 percent 
(if all accidental injuries. 

iVexL come Blows and Collisions, 
which accounted for 20 percent, the 
next highest figure. 

Cutting and Piercing accidents 
were next with 12 percenti followed 
by Flites accounting for 6 percent of 
all accidental injuries. 

Poisoning by Ingestion was next — 5 
percent, followed by Burns — 3 per^ 
cent; Crushing — 3 percent; Foreign 
Bodies — 2 percent and Unknown — 1 
percent. 

We could give many more statistics 
on accidents, if space woul(i permit. 
We be H eve sufficient figures have been 
given here to set our women to think- 
ing and to acting* — on how to keep 
theii- families alive and unbanned. 

Here are a few suggestions. More 
men aj'e killed in accidents than 


women. Thei’e arc two special things 
to remember when you send your man 
off to work in the morning. Don't 
send him out angry or hurt because 
of unpleasant oj* bitter words passed 
between you and him. Many, many 
accidents ai'e caused because men are 
angry or preoccupied, driving to work 
or working at a dangerous job. Some- 
times people are too worked up to 
work carefully. That is when they 
are prone to accidc^nts. Don't you be 
the cause of an accident to anyone in 
your family. 

Second, start ymir family off to 
work with a good breakfast inside so 
that so fortified they will be alert to 
the dangei-s about them. 

The statistics quoted here indicate 
the tremendous loss of life caused by 
accidents on the highway. Many of 
these are caused by, or involve teen- 
agers. 

Be sure your children, when the 
time comes for them to leani to drive, 
are taught propeily and that safety 
is stressed. Show them good example. 
Too many teenage drh^ers speed, are 
careless and otherwise break the law, 
because they’ve watched Mom and 
Pop do the same thing. Teach your 
children proper regard for horse- 


power and if they refuse to accept it, 
then be fii'm — “No driving till they're 
21," They'll hate you for it, but at 
least they’ll live to become of age. 
Now about those household acci- 
dents, .Make a safety check of your 
home. Take a look in your bedroom, 
the room in which the highest num- 
Ik?i' of falls and other accidents takes 
place. Eliminate hazards. 

Check up on the things in your 
home that could hann your chi Id rim. 
Watch that medicine chest I liemem- 
bev curious little minds and (irying 
little hands can seek out and find 
tlanger— and death, if you theii' 
mother w'ho owes them safety and 
protection are negligent. 

Teacli little ones early to stay out 
of the street. Teach them to mind 
early ami you won't have to be on 
constant guard. Kememljer whole- 
some disei]dine is important in every 
home and is a great contributing fac- 
tor to safety for children. 

Start your campaign today and 
watch your children grow to matur- 
ity, and your husband to a ripe, old 
age— because they have a mother 
and wife who cares enough to be 
safe [

All tfiat tlie home owner needs 
to do — whatever the outside tein* 
peraturo — is set the thermostat to 
the desired teiiiperaturo. The fieat 
pump acts accord ina;ly. 

Save in the Long Run 

Por the present, llie cost of such 
a unit is a little more tfmn the 
tarp*r and more Imiky unit rmw- 
ered l>y another fuel. However* in 
the long run* it is helievod the ad- 
vaiita"es of the ln*at pump out- 
weigh the possilfilities of other so- 
callerl **eonvenietil ** fuels. 

There is a siil>stanfial savings in 
the cost of installing sueli a unit 
ns the heat piiini». The savings 
made in space is a Ihuius for every 
funelional-minded home omier, 
also. Tlicre b a sjivings when one 
eonsitlers that a chimney b not 
necessary and ihe savings tallied 
in die lack of rmiintcnanee costs is 
considerable. There are no moving 
parts in such a unit to go out of 
order* eitlier. Tliere is no chimney 
to clean or repair* nor does the 
fiirniice have to lie repeatedly 
cleaned out. 

The savings in tlie eost of clean- 
ing the home is also substantially 
reduced. The effivirnaj of heating 
by elect r icily will also mean tnoney 
in the pocket, Anotlier point which 
b well worth miuiiioning is the 
fnef that with sueli a system as the 
heat pump, certain areas of the 
home* kmnvn as "“zones,"' may l>c 
controlled individually ami thus 
save the cost of heating or eooling 
an entire area for the sake of a 
small place which b actually being 
utilized. 

The use of electrical space lieal- 
iug also moans tliat the electric 
rate for all of file other electric 
uses in the home will he lowered. 

Take all of these ‘ ‘ iH^uiiiesdn- 
thc-poeket advantages and add 
them on to the siipcriortty of hav- 
ing a uniform temperature in your 


home fn>m door to ceiling, the 
safety of no fumes or llauics, |dns 
the cleanliness and heallhfnlness* 
and you should agree that the heat 
pump b the briglitc^i aji.swer to 
your home heating-ctadiiig needs. 

The accelerated iist» of elect ricity 
in the home will naturally nieaii a 
larger electric hill. However* aside 
from the fact that this bill will in- 
corporate the costs of many oilier 
*Hmneces,sary’" items* the average 
cost per kilowatt hour will decrease 
approximately 12 pereent in the 
next fe\vyeai% 

Don't Forget to Insulate!

iiisulalitm. dust as a rcfrigeniti>r 
must be properly insulated in or- 
der to conserve tbc cold mid eui 
down costs of operalion* so also 
must I lie home he iut>perh- insured 
against uniuH^cssarv costs. Electri- 
cal contractors advise tliat tlie 
home should In' insulatetl with a 
ratio of 6 by 4 b\’ 2. Thb means 
that there should Im* at least six 
inches of insiiliitioii in the ceiling, 
Unir h\ the outer walls and two in 
the floor. 

A Case Study 

In n recent survey of an elect ri- 
eatly healed home, the magazine 
Qu4ilifted (*fiHtni€(Qr reports the 
following : 

“Thb home is a brick \eiicer 
residence with l,fJ72 square feet of 
heated area. It is itisulated accord- 
ing to our instruct ions. 

“Tliere b no chimney on this 
residence which alone saved eon- 
siderahle expense when tiie house 
was const meted. 

“Over tlie past 12 months the 
entire electric bill — and you must 
remeudmr that thb included light- 
ing, hot water heating, cooking and 
the usual appliances and such* as 
well as heating — was J^440,24. 

“A total of 23,000 kwh were 
used during this 12-montli period, 

“Tiii» ownei’s are very liappy 
witli operating costs and are more 
than pleased with the operation 
itself." 

The aforementioned home had 
gone tlu'ough its third season of 
heating when this survey was made. 

Old and New Homes Alike

comfortable, enieieiit living goes 
on, tlianks to the new Icwk on prog- 
ress wliich has \mn\ stimulated by 
liotli the coal and I lie electric iii- 
d list ry. Moi^e anti more ptsjple are 
rinding tliat tlie cheapest way is 
not ahvays the best way* t^pc^^lally 
when it means extra expense taken 
u[i by -Space, mamtcnance and 
cleaning bills. New home buyers 
an» looking for the house which is 
property insulated and built to 
handle the elficieney of heating 
“coal by wire/" Those wlio have 
purcliased older homes with the in- 
tent ion of “doing them over" are 
making a part of thcii* reiiovatJon, 
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dec'triejil lieuiintr. n mm\. They 
are happy 1c» ilo away with dirty 
fimiaee-s that timl eanHtaiM at ten-

His ptdieies regarding eonserva- 
lion while President are .still eon- 
sidered worthwhile poliey. The 
national fon^sts inerea.sed from 4*1 
million aeres to 1P4 in ill ion aere.s. 
The Ib-ebimation Art of 1902 
turned the arid plains of onr 
eomitry into virtual gardens. 

The man in the Whiti' TTonse 
was vvelblikf'd and in 1904 was re- 
elected liy Ihe Irirgest nirijorily 
ever sliowii in a ih^esideiiHal elee- 
ihvji. His foreign policy regard- 
ing 11 world in whieh tfie halanee 
of power was sliifting preeari- 
ously toward war M'as one whieh 
is si ill advorated hy politieal 
strategists — the maiiiteminre of a 
mil il ary laaehine as a preventa- 
tive against albont hostility. 

Backed Taft 

In 1908 Hoosevelf retired and 
baekerl tin* next President, Wil- 
liain Howard Taft, wfin had been 
his fSr*eretnry of War. He left 
Washington for Ihe wibls of Af- 
rica where fie carried out utimer- 
ous seientifie missions. He onei* 
again traveled Knro|n% argiierl 
wilh fill' Pojie, ami returned to 
Xew York to engage in State po- 
lit leal skiriuislies. 

The hoist eroiis nuin with the 
iini e-like voiee had traveled hard 
and fasl. Hul. perluips his des- 
tiny had di'sigued sueh a journey 
for he was allowed hut fil years 
to eomi»h'le the trip, lie heeame 
ill in Febniary, 1918 ami as a re- 
sult hi‘eaiiii‘ deaf in one ear. Uiter 
that same year he eoiifraeled in- 
flammatory rheumatism, IHs ae- 
fiv*e life slowly ebbed away and 
on I be morning of damiarv fi, 
1919. lie died. 

Whatever lii.s generation or the 
genera Hons vvhii*h followed tom- 
sidrwed him, for truly he was a 
emit rovers! a I man, one thing is 
ei*rtain : In* wa.s a eowhoy, a hu ri- 
te r. a po|i(*e ehief, a leader of men 
ami a Presi<leiit. Ta all hoys, of 
all ages, he was, and will remain 
their tim'o — just what they always 
wanted to he.

Dii^trieli Loewe was now a broken 
man wit It his comfmny in the lumds 
of the bnnkei’S, He Insisted on im- 
au'diate, full payment of the judg- 
ment. llis atloriieys began pro- 
e^n'dings to for<'ch>s<^ on the proji* 
erty of the defendants. 

Tla» bleak, flrab winter of 10 Li 
did little for the sad hearts of the 
frightened tieople of Danbury. The 
chi Id ri'U sidilom jilayed. Many of 
I heir parents w^ere niuilile to work. 
Tltcir homes, tlireateiied with fore- 
closiire^ were luitmfcil by the merei- 
h^ss pangs of hunger. 

And I hen came a miracle — a 
miracle of hrotherlmodl The Ainer- 
icjiii Federation of Labor, in its 
1!H5 cfmvetilion, mloptcd a resolu- 
tion wliielt nrgtHl union men 
rtmmglimit the laud to coiitrilmle 
an Imitr’s wages to Ujc Jlattcrs" 
niiise.

Tliey merely wantecl a standard 
living wage for their workei's.

Indeed, what a different tnige of 
history could have been writlen 
had I). E, hoewe and Comimny 
agreed to carry on an intelligent, 
const met i VC reint ionship between 
labor and iiianagement, Surely his 
grandson must have liehl to this 
view or he would not have joined 
the Hnited Ilattei's liimstdf. 

The Danbury Hatters Hase was 
a luagnificeiif defeat for lalair. 
True, they lost large sitins of 
money. True, they suffered terribly 
at tlu* hands of tiie eoiirts. Bill 
they lunl pnivisl ihe hmevolenee 
of a iiniled elToii of organized la- 
bor, engeiulereii by a strong fed- 
eration of unions.

A GRKAT dual is bcinir said these 
diiys lihriui what's with 

Anienean trade unions. A lot of 
people are pj’Opasinjc some pretty 
drustie cures fnr our ills — real ami 
imajffjned. Hut most people, at least 
those not out strictly to unions, 

agree that much of the trouble can 
be blamed on member ajiathy, a 
i“elu dance on the part of the runk- 
and-flle to take an active part in the 
affairs of their union. It's easier to 
"'let George tlo it But the fact is, 
a union’s st length depends upon the 
loyalty and the active participation 
of itv^ rank and file. There’s no doubt 
many of organised labor’s problems 
could be solved by a ro-dcHlicution on 
the part of iwery member of the 
IBKW and other unions to the ideals 
and the untt^k of the trade union 
movement. And only by being in- 
fornn*d and active can a member pro- 
tect his stake in the union. 

Leona j'<l Sayles and George Strauss 
in their book, “The Local Union: Its 
Place in the Industrial Plant,” said 
that almost every worker they inter- 
viewed in making their study, was 
“sold” on his union, lie was convincfsl 
he needncl it for protection ngainst 
arbitrary mnnugement action, anti for 
gaining economic security. But the 
authors said that what they called the 
“nickel in the slot” attitude was prev- 
alent among local union members. 
They pul their dues money in and 
hoped something came out. But they 
were ao more willing to exceed the 
wmiamai requirements for member- 
ship, said the authoi^ of this study, 
than they were to report for work 
earlier than required. Many other 
persons, inetuding the McClellan 
Seniili' Investigating Committee, have 
taken noU' of this same attitude. 

Why does this apathy exist? There 
are many reasons, of course. And it 
is not a problem of trade unions 
alone. The same reluctance to accept 
the responsihUilk^a that go with mem- 
bership is nil too prevalent through- 
out soeiety^in churches, in govern- 
ment, and elsewhere. 

For one thing, there are countless 
other demandH on a union member's 
time and hundreds of activities vying 
for his free hours. But nothing a 


local member does will bring greater 
returns than ocfrec union memiMuship 
— good concrete returns that benefit 
him and his family. 

There may be a tendency, especial- 
ly on the part of newer union mem- 
bers, to take for granted the things 
I lone for them and won for I hem by 
their union. They may have foi'gotten 
or not even know of the greai battl**s 
laboring men fought in the past to 
win decent working and living condi- 
tions. And because these gains are 
taken for granted, there is no close 
personal identification with the trade 
union. 

Perhaps, too, some union members 
are influenced by the widespread at- 


tacks on organized labor, simply be- 
cause they'j*e not familiar with the 
true story of what trade unions have 
done and are doing. They may not bo 
convinced of the full value of union 
mmnbership, and joined only because 
it was convenient. 

Wluit, then, is the answ^er to this 
problem? What can you, as a mem- 
ber of the IBEW, do? Basically, it 
boils down to living up fully to the 
pU*dge you took when you Wame a 
membi-r of the IBEW to ”. , , further 
the purimses for which the IBEW is 
instituted . . . bear tiue allegiance to 
it and not sacrifice its interest in any 
manner.” This pledge carries with it

The recent dispute between the 
Canadian Pacific Hallway and its 
firemen has served one goorl enth It 
has dealt a belated blow to the belief 
that blind, uncritical loyalty among 
unions, regardless of the cause or 
issue, is a necessity and a virtue in 
itself. Not too many years ago the 
old code of solidarity would have 
forced every other union in Canada 
to give its unqualified support to the 


firemen. Organized labor would have 
seen the struggle as a direct issue 
between labor and the bosses and 
many unions would have been pre- 
pared to strike in sympathy with the 
firemen aa fellow unionists, even while 
being out of sympathy with their 
cause. It is to the credit of labor that 
this did not happen. The other unions 
decided to weigh the real issues on 
their merits and the settlement of the 
strike has proved the ^wisdom of their 
decision. The other unions gave the 
firemen their moral support ami some 
offeretl financial assistance should 
same be required. In following this 
sane and mature course, they did not 
Ijetray the firemen, rather they tried 
to direct them from a reckless blunder 
that could have led them, ami others, 
into a long drawinmt fight. 

The complicated society of today is 
composed of many groups, Le. busi- 
ness groups, employers* groups, ]iro- 
fessional groups, political groups etc, 
and few of these groups have been 
so wise or broatiminded that they can- 
not with profit examine the credo that 
blind, unthinking loyalty can some- 
times come into conflict with general 
interest and often defeat its own 
ende.

ages to topple over. Across the way 
a row at Old MacDonald’s farm 
bleats and munches grass. With 
maniemed grass banks, a shallow 
stream meanders through the village 
and opens uji into a saUing pond. 
Over there it passes the hut where 
the Jolly Miller lives and it slowly 
turns his big water-wheel (with an

At our last le^ulai* meeting- on 
May nth, (we hold our meetings on 
the first Tuesday of each month) the 
local discussed the strike against the 
Canadian Gypsum Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the American Gypsum 
Company, Uy the Windsor Quarry 
Workers, which has been in progress 
here in Nova Scotia since last Octn- 
bei'. The striking Quarry Workeis 
are asking only a five-and-one-iialf 
cent an hour increase, but wage de- 
mands aren't the primary strike rea- 
son* The Quarry Workers are strik- 
ing for a shorter wojk week, welfare 
and seniority protection, the right to 
union security and proper grievance 
procedure* It is generally felt here 
that tlie Gypsum Company is intent 
only on breaking the union, and 
should that happen, it w-ould prove 
a damaging blow to all OTganized la- 
bor here in our Eastern Province* The 
striking Quarry Workers deserve a 
great deal of suppoi t. 

Local 1651 has been sending reg- 
ular contributions to the Strike Fund 
for sevej-al months, as have other 
IREW locals In this area.

"Outstanding Contract"' 
Won by Local 1907, Ohio

been a long time since Local 1907 has 
liad an article in the Jotthnal so Fll 
try to brief you on some of our many 
achie%’'ements in the past months* 

Our membership ratified an out- 
standing conti act. The members at- 
tending ratification meeting showed 
their interest, and their [vi-esence was 
indicati^^e of the fact that they 
realized the 1958 Negotiating Com- 
mittee had a tremendous up-hill job 
to do to win a fair contract fiom the 
company, and were anxious to see 
the outcome of those negotiations. 

For 21 days the eight member com- 
mittee labored tirelessly in Chicago, 
sweating out a local, and then a na- 
tional contracL A number of these 
sessions stretched into the wee hours 
of the morning. 

When the new contract was read, 
we found Contract changes and a 
number of gains that had been 
achieved. 

There were improvements made in 
our insurance plan, with major ad- 
vances in the i^ealm of surgery bene- 
fits. 

We now have a major medical plan. 
This is in addition to our present in- 
surance plan in operation and it does 
not take the lilace of the current [>lan. 

With regard to retirement t>^nsion 
gain improvement, w'c achieved an 
improved seniority policy which the 
membership had felt should be 
achieved at this negotiation. 

We mention economic items of in- 
terest, Tile majority of the member- 
ship held little hope for much gain 
in this field. They were pleasantly 
surynised when the committee re- 
ported inequities ranging from two 


cents to seven cents won in a number 
of classifications, and a general wage 
increase of seven cents for labor 
grades 1-7 and eight cents for labor 
grades 8-20, 

Our contrjict is to run two years 
with a wage reopener. At the outset 
of negotiations, the company took a 
brief and concise yiositinn. If you give 
us a long-term contiact (five years 
or longer) j we will agree to pieserve 
the present benefits of the contract. 
After much discussion and negotiat- 
ing, a two-year conti'act and a wage; 
and economic reopener on June It 
1959 was agreed upon* It wag the 
opinion that in view of the economic 
situation which prevails at present, 
and with the unemyiloyment condi- 
tions as they are, the Negotiating 
Committee perfoi rned one of the most 
outstanding jobs in this field in the 
history of our local. The members ai e 
to be commended for a job well done. 

The main concern and project of 
our local is fighting the so-called 
“Right-To-Work” bill* Two of our 
main members of the Committee On 
Politica] Education are Paul Rick- 
sacker and Nola Carter. Originally 
the Findlay area had 31 persons 
carrying petitions to |mt this bill on 
the ballot in November. There are 
149 persons carrying them now* Since 
most of these peoyde do not realize 
just what this bill means, it is out 
job to educate them %vith the true 
facts* Most of the members of Local 
19(17 know how ruthless this bill is, 
so let us all do our share to enlighten 
the viewpoint of the voting citizens 
in all areas,
